After serving In Indinng wars In the
Mg of the eighteenth century, he became Gov-
ernor of the sowculled Indiany Territbry, which
then comprisced the region later embraced in the

of Indinnn, Hinois, Michigan pnd . Wis-
By peaceful methods he secured favors
able treaties with the Indians and on one of his
militury campalgns won the impertant victory
nf Tippecnnng Thus he won the title, "Old
Tippecanne,” which was used s & slogan In his
subsequent political campaigns In 1540 the
song about Tippecanoe and Tyler, Too, was sung
by Whigs all over the country, This campalgn
wis the famous “log cabli wnd hard elder” cam-
padgn, wnd in this designation the old home at
North Bend figures.

A writer In the Columbus. Dispadch says that
the bullding was in part a log cabin. Ones who
wis a guest there In 15408 desoribes 1L as a long,
rimbling structure, part twao stories in helght,
but mostly but ona story, with the wide front
facing the Ohin River, from which it stood back
apbout 100 yards

There were nine rooma in all on the ground
flowir, und ons of these—a lurge one—wnas the
log portion, it svidently having been originally
m log vubin standing by itself; but the owner
had bullt additions to It as need was felt and
meanst permitted until e had quite & pretens
tinus countey repldence The whole of the ex-
terior hud been coversd with clapboards—upwed
boards belng ton expensive in those days—and
the vinpboards wera painted white, Seen from
the river wt the bend, it §5 sald to have presented
i very beautiful aspect, the whita bulliding In
Its satling of greén In summer belng partiou-
lurly striking

In this log cabin portion of his residence Gen-
ernl Harrlson *often entertalned compunios of
friends., and clder was the beverage used at
these dinnere  This hospltulity was famous just
prior o the presidentinl campalgn In which he
led the Whigs, and tha contest became kunown
in political history as the log cabln and hard
cider campaign

The artlele on the subject In thesa col-
imns n few days aro called forth a niumber
of lettere from readeraof the Bvesmixo Lepaen,
and the purpose of the present artlcle Is to
nnswer the questions asked by varlous corre-
spondents. Severnl of the inquiries related to
the expenses of tha proposed leglalation. Some
reference to the Mills bill, now before the
Legisinture of New York, will afford a gons
eral reply to these and other Inquiries, A
fact that should be borne In mind {s that
there 1= little danger of hasty leginlative ae-
tion., Health Insurance Is new to Ameriea,
though more than a quarter of A eantury old
In Europe, and now Is tha time of learning
and tepching the principles underiving hoalth
Insurance and taking note of the experienoe of
Furopean eountries,

The Institution of health insurance f8 ak
ready oatablighed In the following countries,
namaly: Germany, Austrin, Hongary, Luxem-
bourg, Norway, Holland, Great Britaln, Rus.
fln, Rumnnin, Berbin, Groace, 1t {5 noew to this
country in the gsame way that workmen's com-
pensition, now adopted In 32 States of the
American Unlon, was new on this side of thae
ocenn eix or seven yoars ago. Not to describe
the systema In force In Europe, the Milla bill
provides that the cost of insurance be divided
botween the employe. his employer and the
State, The Btate wounld pay 20 per cant. and,
whera the employe receives more than $9 a
week, his ghare and hig employer's would be
equal, Where lower wnges are pald, the em-
ployer's share In the dues la made larger and
the emplove's correspondingly less, The in.
suranee would be ndministared under a social
insuranes commission nnd through dlstrict
nesonintlons formed for Ilocalities and trades
and under the joint management of employers
and employves, Where Inbor unfons or indus-
trinl plants already maintain similar insurs
nnea on o no-profit bazis, they may continue to
operate a8 Ao part of the syvstem if approved
hy the commission. There will be no dead
fevel of henofits or of premium cost. Trade
health experience and other conditions will
help determine the premium, and owners of
industries which gshow abnormally high rates
of elokness will bear a greator share of the
fXPenE.

Workers Help Bear the Burden

In all eares A minimum standard of Insur-
anea will be insisted upon. Medieal, surgical
and nursing attendance must he made avail-
ahla at onee, and financial support equal to
two-thirds of the sick person's regular wage
must begin with the fourth day of his disabil-
ity and extend for not more than six months.
It hospital treatment is provided. the sufferer's
dependents or family must be given one-third
of the amount of his regular wages, Medical
and surgical supplies must be provided in nddi-
tlon, and, In case of denth, actual funeral ex-
ponses up to $50 must he pald. The bill ap.
plies to all manual workers in the State, and
all other wage-oarners whose Income does not
exceed $100 & month, excepting Government
employes, Inmates of institutions and casual
employes whose status cinnot be determined.
Dues may he deducted by emplavers from the
pay envelopes, and embloyera will be held re-
spongibla for payment. There wiil he no pos-
sibllity of a worker getting buck In his dues
or out of henefit.

The economic consequences of sickneas in
this country and the inadequacy of “indivi-
dunl” insurance as o social protection wern
discussed in the previous artiele, Under the
Mills nct, If adopted, the cost of Insurance
to the workman would be vonsiderably less
than it Is now In its Ineffective form. A
careful student of European laws and Amerl-
can conditions says: “We oestimiate that it
will take about 1.2 per cent, of his earnings,
the estimate being based on the experlence
in Germnny, where auch n measure hag been
in torce for thirty-three vears, This will mean
a tax of 12 cents o week for the man earning
£10; but it s a problem in economics as to
whether n compulsory asseesment of this kind
actually costs the poorly paid worker anything
nt wll,” No new bhurden will ba imposed on
the employes, Investigators for the United
States Bureau of Labor Statisties and for pri-
viate institutions magree that at least 4 per
ecent, of the income of working class families
goes for cure of sicknesgs or for burial Insur-
ance. DBased on Germuan experience, this
would be about the percentage of Wiges re-
quired for all the benefits, so that the re-
sults of the Insurance would he an actual
towering of the item of cost of sicknesa
and burial in the family budget. Moreover,
the benefits obtainable in such a subsidized
asystem are gredater than those which the
workers' ajded contributions oould pur-
chase.

Our Industrial Army

Another important aspect of the matter, ac-
cording ta Dr, B. B, Goldwater, a well-known
medical authority, Is "the cconomic nocessity
of maintaining the great army of Industrial
workers In a state of physical efficiency, Now,
aince the wages of many a worker are such
that he |& unable, in tims of sickness, to pro-
vide for his own needs, what 18 to be done?
Two courses are open: Elther he must be al
lowed to suffer, and, perhaps, to die of neg-
leot, or his own resources must be supple-
mented by some form of wid. I assume thut
the first allternative is s0 repugnant as to be
altogether inadmissible; the second involves
either charitable relief or health Insurance,
In this country, for many yvears to come, It is
more than probable thit we shall have both
charitable relief and health insurance, for it
will take & long Hme to develop a compre-
henslve system of compilsory Insurince.*

Workmen's compensation and health Insurs
ance differ in many respects, notuably in the
distribution of costs, but the underiying prin-
ciple is the same; the opposition is the same;
the sociil necedslty Is the same.

“Workmen's compensation.” as Professor
Lindsay, of Columbia, ohserves, "was the ac-
ceptance of the lnsurance principle spplisd to
the risk of industrial accidents. Health insur-
pnce s the application of the same pringlple
to the far greater and more prevalent risk
of iiness. The Anancial penalty lmposed on
the injured workingman wis 4 national scan-
dal. Driven by one blow to abject helpless.
ness and depgndence, he oF his poverty-
stricken family was compelled 0 sue in an
individual cupacity for damages. BEmployers,
